According to the last census, London hase 
population of 3,883,092, This is more than 
the combined population of New York, Phila- 
delphia, Brooklyn,.St Louis, Chicago, Balti-~ 
mere, Cincinati, Boston, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, Buffalo and Alleghany City Pa. 
To lodge this vast multitude, 777,000 dwell- 
ings are required, and the people consume 
annually about 4,480,000 barrels of flour, 
420,000 bullocks, 2,075,00Q sheep, 49,000, 
calves, 61,250 hogs, and one market alone 
supplies annually 7,043,750 head of game. 
This together with 5,200 000 salmon, besides 
other fish and flesh, is washed down by 75,~ 
600,000 gallons of ale and perter, 3,500,000 
gallons of spirits, and 113, 720 pipes of wine; 
22,779 cows are required to supply the daily 
consumption of milk. The streets of the me- 
tropolis ate about 2,900 in number and if put 
together would extend about 4,000 miles. 
They are lighted by 630,000 lamps, consuming 
every twenty-fuar hours 22,250,000 enbic feet 
of gas. The water system supplies 77,670,-~ 
824 gallons daily, while the sewer carries off 
16,629,770 cubic feet of retuse matter. A 
fleet of 1,800 cailis employed irrespective of 
railroads, in bringiug annually 5.250,000 tons 
of coal. Bituminous coal is exclusively ased 
and the emoke arising from this immense 
qnantity is said to be sotdense that it can be 
seen thirty five mies from the city. | To clothe 
the inhabitants r.quires 5,160 tailors 50,400 
boot and shve makers; and nearly 70,000 dress 
makers and milliners.

British Merchant Shipping. 


Tables showing the progress of British 
merchant shipping bavejust been published, 
Tbey are thirty-four in number, and iuclade 
a wide range of information, from a table of 
the tonnage of shipping entered and cleared 
since 1838 to the statement of the means of 
saving lives from shipwreck now at work 
round our coasts. The trading statistics are 
highly“important. An idea of the rate of 
progress in our Mercantile marine may be 
gathered from the fact that the tonnage of 
British sbipping entered and cleared in the 
United Kingdom in 1839 was 3,522,270 tons, 
in 1849, °8,152j557; im 1859 (¢xclusive of 
Government transport and stores)11,614,671; 
and in 1869, 21,352,939. There were on the 
register on the 31st December, 1870 25,643 
sailers and steam vessels. .The number of 
seamen serving in these vessels in 1872 was 
195 962, of whom 18,011 were foreigners. 
In 1851 it was 36,144, of whom’5,793 were 
foreigners. The suzis paid by the Admiralty 
in respect of seamen volunteering ‘into the 
Royal Navy vary considerably. In 1855 they 
amounted to £74, in 1850 to £1,180, in 1868 
to £246, and in 1870to £6. The total num- 
ber of lifeboats in 1863 was 124, of which 40 
were under the control of the Lifeboat [nsti~ 
tution and 84 of private persons., In 187I the 
National Lifeboat Institation fleet amount-d 
to 246, while the private boats were only 31. 
The tetal sum granted by the Board of Trade 
in respect to the. construction of lifeboats 
the payment of crews, rewards to fishermen. 
&c., amounted from 1855 to 1871, to £54,045, 
Tke number of rccket aod mortar stations, 
which in852 was 168, was in 1871, 281. 
In 18568 the service and apparatus were trans- 
ferred to the Board of Trade, and the first 
payment was £2,851. In 1870 it was £10,280, 
in 1871, £7,321. The lives imperilled, saved 
and lost in 1856 were respectively’ 2,784, 
2,2:3, and 521. In 1871 we find under the 
game heading the amonnt of 4,962, 433, and 
626. It-will thus be observed in testimony 
to the increased efficiency of our lifeboat ser- 
vice and other appliances,that while the numw- 
ber of lives imperilled has increased * from 
2,764 to 4,962, the namber of » lives Jost 
bas scarcely risen more than 100, materially 
altering the proportion.

Eorron Stanpanp :—Just as Iam leaving 
town fora few days my attention is called tow 
letter under the above beading in your paper 
of to-day; sod as I was proteszionally 
engaged in the case to which your correspon- 
dent apparently refers, I can scarcely allow 
his statements to pass unnoticed, though but 
a few winutes are at my disposal. 

The ficts stated in sour leading article of 
the 5th, (gleaned perhaps from statements 
made by me to my client or others) age sub- 
stantially correct; bat ‘he advances a legal 
argument which was over-ruled by the 
Conrt;.and adds: a statement intended to 
convey the impression that the defendant was 
absent from the triul by bis own fault. The 
best reply to that statement is the defen~ 
dant’s affidavit, ia which he swears that be 
received no notice of trial whatever. He 
therefore could not have been present except 
by accident. Your correspondent says that 
the respondent's attorney was personally noti- 
fied that the case would come on; but he 
forgets to add that the appellant’s attorney 
had previously promised that the trial shoald 
be postponed, and that the personal notifica- 
tion referred to was made only a few minutes 
before the trial, and under circumstances 
which rendered it imposeible that the respon- 
dent should avail himself of it. 

As to the legal points involved in the case, 
it would be unprofitable and perhaps impro~ 
per for me to discuss them in @ -news~ 
paper; I argued them in Court and the 
decision went against me; snd from that 
decision there is no appeal. The facts I may 
leave to the criticism of public opinion.
